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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: generating a first 
image which is an internal structure object of second object if it is judged that the predetermined 
event occurrence condition is satisfied, generating a second image which is the internal structure 
object with a predetermined part thereof changed after the first image is generated in 
combination with other claimed steps/features appears patentable. Also, claim 19 regarding data 
signal embodied in a carrier wave is deemed statutory subject matter only in so far as the method 
of claim 1 fiirther limits to statutory matter via the method of making a computer device execute 
a predetermined game by generating object as seen from virtual camera as provided by claimed 
steps in that signal embodied on carrier wave is performing steps of method from/within/by a 
computer device. Further, as stated in background of instant applications, heretofore, prior art 
illustrated external image of object rather than internal change from detected/determined impact. 
It is also known for instance in medical or biological/anatomical visual applications such as 
surgical or biology/anatomy to illustrate internal organ, bone or muscle; however, such 
illustration is not taught or suggested in conduct of game in manner claimed.
